"HE ſalvation of ſinners, reſts upon the revealed will of God 
contained in his word. This will of God, has been convey- 
ed to. men, by the miniftry of angels, and by inſpired N 
and Teachers Under the antient diſpenſation; God qualified an 
fent, a ſucceſſion of Prophets to teach mankind the way of Salva- 
tion, Theſe all united in exhibiting the ſame ſyſtem of religious 
truths, and predicting the appearance of the promiſed ſeed, for 
the ſalvation of his people. They teſtified beforeband the luffer- 
ings of Chriſt, and the glory which ſhould follow. Agreeably 
to prophetic intimation, John the Baptiſt immediately preceded 
the appeirance of Chriſt, as bis Harbinger. In the tulneſs of 
time, his incarnation was announced by angelic meſſengers. He 
appeared in our world under à divine commiſſion, to lay down 


bis life for the redemption of his church. This be fulfilled in a 


manner demonſtrative of his divine charafter and infinite bene vo-
